ered that a most effective method for 
treatment of infantile paralysis in the 
early stages, and particularly for pre- 
vention of the paralysis, is use of the 
serum, taken from patients who are 
convalescing from the disease.

have been established in various parts 
of the United States. Here serum is 
collected from many patients, to take 
advantage of the most efficient ma- 
terial available, and then kept ready 
for injection into patients who are 
diagnosed as being in the early stages 
of infnatile paralysis. 


In Denmark it was found that there 


was less paralysis when the serum 
was given early in the pre-paralytic 
stage, and similar reports have come 
from Ann Arbor, Mich., and Chicago. 
.. hi these cases, large doses of the 
serum ;are injected directly into the 
veins, and small doses are forced into 
the spinal fluid. Then more serum is 
injected -into the veins from 12 to 24 
hours later, if there is still some fever 
and if the symptoms have not subsid-

tional relations.

has been through the ages, one of the 
danger spots of the continent, for it I 
takes little to stir the fierce racial and 
political animosities which exist in 
that region. It will not son be for- 
gotten that the World war was whelp- 
ed there. 


Tin-one A Hot Scat 


King George and the monarchy have 


had a friendly reception from neigh- 
boring states. Furthermore, no con- 
cern has been expressed thus far as to 
anything which Mextaxas himself may 
do, for while he is a man of great 
force and initiative, he always has 
professed 
himself 
to be a staunch 


monarchist and is credited with being j 
conservative and safe. However, he j 
is about the last of the great person- 
alities whom death has spared to 
Greece, and he is sixty-five years old. 
Other nations are wondering what 
may happen to the monarchy when 
time compels him to withdraw sup- j 
port.

Marie of Rumania, was trying to get 
him restored to his throne.

{ daughter. Princess Elizabeth, the first 
lady of Greece. Elizabeth finally di- 


vorced George on the grounds of de- 
sertion, but not until July, 1935, only 
four months Ijefore the Greeks invit- 
ed him to resume his throne. 


It was about 1925 that Queen Mnrie 


turned to a great Balkan expert for 
advice. She wanted to know what 
chance there was of George ever com- 
ing back. The expert replied:

"If George would get on a white 


charger and ride through the city of 
Athens to his palace, with a sword at 
his side, the people would fall on his 
neck with joy and Welcome him home. 
But George won't do that.' 


The future of Greece may easily de- 


pend on how ,far George is prepared 
to go in riding a white horse with a 
sword at his side. At the moment 
Metaxas is riding the horse for him.

ETHE GOSPEL FOR ALL MEN 
Text: Acts 11:5-8; Romans 1:15-17 
No lesson could be more appropriate 


or more needed, for our own times, 
than this one, based on Peter's vision 
on the housetop. After 19 centuries, 
the Gospel of Jesus Christ faces the 
same barriers of racial and sectional 
prejudice that were present in the 
early days of Christianity. 


Here was Peter, a devout and ear- 


nest man, so open-minded that he had 
become an apostle of the new faith; a 
man of fine emotions and of splendid 
courage, yet so bound by racial and 
religious prejudice that it was only by 
means of a remarkable vision that 
God could break down his narrowness 
and make him sec that salvation was 
as much for the Gentile as for the 
Jew. 


The vision was so decided in its 


details, and so plain in its implications, 
that Peter could hardly miss its mean- 
ing, 
especially as his dream 
had 


scarcely ended when the three men 
who had been sent from Caesarea by 
Cornelius, a Roman officer, came on 
their mission. 


It is to Peter's credit that he rose 


to the vision, that he set. aside his nar- 
row prejudices, and welcomed Cor- 
nelius to the Christian faith as a

ADDIS ABABA-^/P)—Viceroy Rod- 


tflfo Graziani, in taking stock of Italy's 
new East African empire, has found 
that probably the Smallest portion of 
It may one day be the most important 
This is the island of" Dumeira, tiny and 
barren but of great strategic import- 
ance because it lies at the narro^ 
southern entrance to the Bed Sea. 


Italy got it not as a result of the 


Italo-Ethioplan war but from Musso- 
lini's negotiations with French Foreign 
Minister 
Pierre 
Laval in January, 


1935. France then ceded a section of 
French Somaliland, including Dumeira 
to Italy. 


Dumeira has now been 
fortified. 


With a supporting navy it might be 
able to close the Red sea to enemy 
ships. 


Fifteen miles to the southeast, how- 


ever, is Perim, a British fortified area 
under the protectorate of Aden. 


The threshold of the Red sea is al- 
! ready a troublesome spot for sailors on 
account of its irregular tides, sudden 
squalls and narrow channels. 


Two navigation lanes in the straits 


of Bal el Mandeb lead into it. Many 
wrecks gave this Bpot the name of 
"Gate of Tears."

With England and France pleading 


for his return to the Stresa anti-Ger- 
ftian front, he refuses to attend their 
preliminary Locarno conference. 


He intends to be more than "a lit- 


tle bit independent." 


Seeks Balance Of Power 


Late summer, according to a high 


Fascist official, will see a definite 
flowering of Mussolini's policy, with 
the following cornerstones: 


1—No alliance with 
the 
German 


group or the Anglo-French group. On 
the contrary, an "independent Italian" 
policy which may be described as the 
holding if a continental balance of 
power as between France and Ger- 
many similar to that held by England I 
for so many generations in the whole ' 
of Eueope. 


2—A peace plan consisting largely 


of the revival of his for-power pact- 
England, France, Germany. Italy. The 
pact died aborning in 1933. but diplo- 
matic surgery has been known to res- 
urrect many dead agreements. One or 
two other countries, Poland or Poland 
and Russia, are to be added. Mussolini 
would prefer to exclude Russia, but 
the Franco-Soviet pact may prove an 
obstacle. 


3—Attendance at 
the 
five-power 


Locarno conference (England, France, 
Germany, Italy and Belgium) to be 
called probagly in September. He will 
have worked out his idea for the new 
big-powers pact by that time so as to 
capture the lead with it. 


4—Reform of the League of Nations 


by removing its compulsory features 
and making the big powers linked by 
his own pact its ruling body. 


Meantime some uncertainties must 


be cleared up for Mussolini.
